BE A LAW. 



(From our Columbus Correspondent.) 

There was a full attendance ot the 
members of ihe Board of Trustees 

Tuesday morning, and besides trans- 
acting the regular monthly business 

in auditing accounts and approving 

bills, Ihe annual report of the Institu- 
tion for (he fiscal year ending Novem- 
ber 1 6th was up for consideration. 
The board examined and approved it. 
Il is the sixty-fourth, and was pre- 
sented (o the Governor Wednesday 
evening. 

The Trustees, m their part, sa\ : 
We believe the work being done in 
liools is first-class in every re- 
spect. In the organization of the 
corps of teachers for (he current year 
we have tried to secure the best tal- 
ent possible. Most of the corps of 
last year w ere retained. In tilling va- 
cancies occasioned last June, the 

Board tried as far as possible to get 
teaohers who were experienced in 
teaohing the deaf. Four experienced 
teachers, who bad been heretofore 
employed ill ibis Institution, were 
employed. * * They believe the 
school work done in the Institution is 
fully up to the standard of work 
done in the best deaf-mute schools of 
.lie country. Speaking of manual 
training, the Trustees say: Manual 
l raining ihe world oxer is much more 
expensive than book training, [four 
boys are to be taught trades, they 
must have the material to work Upon. 

Nothing could bo more foolish than 
lo pay lor instructors in the industrial 
departments and then cramp their 
work for want of materials, with which 
the boys may work. In the shoe shop 
and the tailor shop some of the ma- 
terials must necessarily be wasted. 
While the foremen of these shops 
should endeavor to keep this waste al 
(he lowest possible point, yet it would 
lie worse than asking them " to make 
bricks without straw , " to ask them ;<> 
leach deaf boys to make shoes or 
coats without spoiling or wasting any 
material.
